‘ted a.model “invention” that 
will prevent by 99% the tragic 
Crib Death. 

The most -singular .impor- 
tance of his death prevention 
mechanism, relates Taylor, is 
the relative simplicity of use 
in the home. Taylor’s concern

In explaining the whys of 
the su crib death that 
generally affects infants from 
birth to approximately 6 mon- 
ths, Taylor indicates that the 
baby, in essence, chokes to 
death. The newborn infant 
faced with an immediate 
need to cough, has often not 
learned this response, and 
thus, suffers from a loss of 
air. He involuntarily strangles 
himself to death. 

During the baby’s waking 
hours, the mother is usually 
near and is able to induce 
coughing or burping by a pat 
on the infant’s back, but In 
the bed, there is no way to) 
signal when: the baby has 
such an immediate need — 
and thus the often sudden 
and untimely death of an in- 
fant. 

Taylor's invention, formally 
known as a crib death sur-

We must be careful however, in not 
generalizing the conditions of the black 
church. The black church, although the 
most formidable of black institutions, is 
not a monolothic whole. Not all black 
people are alike; not all black churches 
are alike, It is not one homogenous 
religious body.

Not all preachers are 
alike. The black church and ministry 
has an ambivelent legacy and 
existence, It is both reactionary-con- 
servative element which has the most 
pervasive and entrenching influence 
upon the minds of the black com- 
munity, at this time. 

No matter how reactionary-conserva- 
tive are some or many of the black 
churches, we cannot resort to 
fanaticism in attacks against such a 
phenomenon. There are people who 
violently hate other peoples religious 
beliefs. This really means that such 
people are insecure in their own 
beliefs. The fanatic becomes one 
because he is seeking certainty, depen- 
dence and simple solutions to complex 
problems. 

The black church has a big task of 
not just simply passing off this terrible 
act as just one of a demented per- 
sonality, and carry on its work as busi- 
ness as usual.

THE BIG ROAD

Over Paid and Spoiled 


The world, especially the 
professional football segment of it, is in 
@ predicament because the players who 
ara members of the National Football 
Players Association are on strike. 

Training camps are being boycotted 
and picketed. Rookie and free agent 
players are, although not members of 
the player's union, being importuned to 
either not report to training camps, or 
to leave. 

Already the annual contracted for 
college all-star game in Chicago has 
had to be cancelled. Whether any 
exhibition games can or will be played, 
is doubtful. Negotions that have been 
going on for more than three months, 
are as of now, stagnated. 

This is perhaps America’s most 
unusual strike. Of all sports players, the 
football” players are most pampered 
and, the highest paid. They also have 
the most lucreative sidelines. News 
reports of recent days have said most of 
them drove to the picket lines in their 
high ‘price; fancy automobiles; 

It is hard to work up any sumpathy for 
men whose main stock in trade are 
muscles. And, most of whom, earn ina 
six months playing season, more money 
than most workers make in a lifetime of 
Sweat and toil. Men who live during the 
playing season in absolute luxury; eat 
the best of food; live in the best of 
hotels; and, have all of their travel 
needs planned and catered to as if they 
were babies. Men whose hardest work- 
ing hours hardly ever exceed four 
hours a day; and, whose work seldom 
averages four days. 

Involved in this strike, are mainly 
college trained men, most of whom 
were simularly papered while playing 
college football. And, who upon 
graduation, instead of having to look 
for a job, were sought after and paid 
big bonuses just for signing a contract 
long before their ability to make the 
team was known. “ 

It, by stretching the defination of 
workers, you include athletes, then 
these are the kings of workers, idolized 
and over publicized, these athletes are 
set apart from all the rest of the people, 
professional or otherwise, who work for 
their living. 

Spore in general and, football. par- 
ticularly, have spoiled more American 
youths than any other catagory of work. 
For those who make the teams, the 
rewards are magnificent. Liberal pen- 
sions free those who play for five or 
more years from old age worries. 

Football team owners are perhaps 
more guilty than the fans for the special 
status treatment of professional 
athletes. The high returns on their in- 
vestments, has made franchise owning 


a plaything for millionaries, And, they 
have made the most of their ownerships 
by acting almost as spoiled es t 
rs) ec they have under contract, 

he public that enjoys the sport and 
whose attendance has made football a 
bonanza for bothethe. players and the 
owners, as usual, are the innocent vic- 
tims in this power play. 

The cry of freedom on the part of the 
players leaves everybody cold. it is 
only a ploy to hide the weakness of the 
player's cause. There has been so many 
years of pampering for these players 
from high school through college on 
into the professional ranks, that they 
have become spoiled brats who 
overestimate their-importance to the 
public. 

Sports are not a necessary part of our 
economy. Except as a diversion for a 
tax-inflation weary people, it is expen- 
dable. These high. paid pickets should 
think about this. 

It-is-only in the last decade that 
\Negto players have enjoyed—the 
lushness of the profession. For the 
Negro player, the salaries and 
emoluments are relatively new. AS in 
the industrial world, they are the expen- 
dables in a time of crisis. 

Therefore, these Black players must 
think more about stabilizing the sport 
so that the gates of opportunity will 
remain open for the other Black boys 
now struggling in the unequal educa- 
tional systems in this country and, who 
too have their sights set on the pot of 
gold at the end of football. rainbow. If 
the fans should sour on the action of 
the players, it will be the Black players 

. that will be the biggest losers. In no 
other facet of the economic life of this 
nation have Negroes gotten Into the top 
money as they have in sports, Even at 
that, no matter how good they have 
been as players, they are still very few 
in the coaches realm of the profession. 
And there are no Negro owners at all. 

So our earning opportunities are 
practically all in the playing area of the 
sport. 

Our interest then must be in the 
playing end of the game. Anything ‘that 
jeopardizes this phase of it must be 
cogitated over very carefully by us. 

The professional sports writers and 
broadcasters, are so involved in the big 
money they earn-from their association 
with the sport, most of them are reluc- 
tant to reveal much of the sordid 
selfishness on both sides. Therefore, 
the public is kept in the dark on much 
that is happening. 

The players have now had their op- 
portunity to display their ‘tantrams, so 
now its time for everybody to settle 
downto sanity before the goose that 
lays the golden eggs is killed.

I Still Believe In Cleveland - 


more than 42 years of 
residence leveland, | still believe it 
to be one of the best cities in the United 
States. This note may seem discordant 
coming from a black Clevelander, who 
arrived here in 1932 after fighting a 
losing battie with New York's Harlem 
and environs, in the midst of the 


-depression years, But looking back on 


the intervening years | can see-a great 
many plusses that those. of the younger, 
and more impatient generation give 
scant regard, either because they know 
nothing about them, or because it has 
become stylish to “put down" 

leveland as a town mired in strife, 
white tacism, and polarization. 

it is understandable that our 
youngsters, for the most part, have a 
low opinion of their city. After some 177 
years of history, they look out on a city 
that has been pictured as run down, 
dirty, divided, and seemingly unable to 
pull itself out of the mud. 

Especially disenchanted with their 
city, of course, are the growing number 
of young black Clevelanders who have 
become statistics in the summary of 
disproportionate unemployment, partly 
because of the outflow of some vital in- 
dustries to suburbia, but most largely 
because + possess so faw saleable 
skills, It’s all very discouraging:

Judge Bob Duncan Seated 
In Non-Partisan Climate 


Although he’s a Republican of long standing and 
owes his lifetime job to the GOP, the courtroom»was 
packed with both Democrat and Republicans lawyers 
last week when Robert M. Duncan was sworn in as a 
U.S. Judge of the Southern District of Ohio. The 
audience was also noticeably integrated, both 
racewise and sexwise. 

U.S. District Judge Joseph Kinneary who presided 
over the historical ceremonies, introduced each of the 
15 or 20 judges but he apparently overlooked one. 
This not to imply by any*stretch of imagination that it 
Was’ an intentional slight, but he failed to recognize 
former Ohio Supreme Court Justice Lloyd O. Brown 
of Cleveland. 

Brown, who succeeded Duncan on. the Supreme 
Court when he moved up to the U‘S. Military Court of 
Appeals, is.presently a-Cuyahoga County Common 
Pleas Court Judge. Although a Democrat, Brown and 


' Duncan, not only have a lot in common, (both are 


graduates of OSU College of Law), they are relatively 
close friends. 

During a brief conversation with the personable 
jurist, one got the impression, that like many other 
blacks in attendance, wasn't about to let that history- 
making event take place without his presence. And, 
just as all others, Brown took his place in‘the greeting 
line for an opportunity to congratulate Duncan and to 
wish him well in his new judicial role. 

Gov. John J. Gilligan must have had a hunch that it 
was about time for this column to once again remind 
the public that he was shirking one of his countless 
responsibilities, when he appointed a chairman of the 
Ohio Civil Rights Commission last week. Just one day 
after last week's column had been set into type, he 
announced the appointment of Burton Silverman of 
Toledo to the post, which he had allowed to remain 
vacant for almost eight months. 

Silverman, 55, succeeds James Friedman of 
Cleveland who resigned the OCRC post last Decem- 
ber. His appointment to the $12,376 chairmanship is 
subject to approval of the Ohio Senate. If confirmed, 
he will be the second Toledoan on the five member 
panel. J. Frank Troy, from a seniority point, is second 
to Clingan Jackson, the dean of the commission. 

When, and if the Ohio Lotion, ever gets started, it 
should run as smoothly as a 747 Jet, for up tothe 
present it has been traveling a road criss-crossed with 
ditches and huge boulders.

The latest obstacle, like many of the others, is a 
legal matter.

In bringing the old law into play, it is a reminder of 
a similar legal issue involving the State Fair which 
came Up back in the late 1940's. it Is recalled that 
there was an ancient law on the State Code which 
restricted the sale of alcoholic beverages within a 
three mile radius of the fairgrounds during the fair. 

If memories serve us right, the old law was invoked, - 
and every bar within the restricted zone were Closed’ 
during the fair season. The legislation repealed the

Earl Warren's death, at the age of 83, symbolizes 
the passing of an era. History will judge him kindly, as 
one of the greatest Chief Justices of the Supreme 
Court. His contemporaries, and especially minorities, 
already see him as one of the great, humane voices in 
the wilderness of mid-century America, 

Warren's claim to | eat does not rest on any 
single decision he delivered, not even the famous one 
in the Brown case that ended legal school 
segregation. Rather it lies in the leadership he gave 
the country on a broad range of issues, and in the 
way he helped fashion the Supreme Court into an in- 
pre etn responsive to the changing needs of the 
nation. - ‘ 

Because the Warren Court was “activist” in the 
sense of extending rights of groups and individuals, 
many people forget that the Court’s more traditional 
sole has. been much-jess..progressive. = 

Although there have been exceptions, even notable 
ones, the Supreme Court has generally functioned as 
@ conservative institution, more willing to protect 
property interests than human rights. For blacks 
especially, the Court served for much of our history as 
the. defender of exploitation and regatiqn. From

You just recently received 
your notice to appear at an 
Internal Revenue Service of- 
fice for the first tax audit of 
your lifetime. 

You've heard horror stories 
from others who have~ been 
audited, many of whom think 
the IRS audits returns just to 
browbeat more money out of 
taxpayers for the government. 
Have you heard about tax- 
payers coming out of IRS 
examinations money ahead? 
Of ‘course not; that's 
ridiculous, right?

and 458,705 wound up with 
no change in the tax as 
reported. 

All taxpayers, whether or 
not IRS audit of their 
return imminent, should 
know that the purpose of 
such examination is to deter- 
mine the correct tax due. 

In fact, most individual in- 
comegtax returns selected for 
audit are picked out by com- 
puters “as they go 
through processing. The 
computers, programmed by 
a “Discriminant Function 
(DIF) System” weigh various 
significant items on the 
returns and assign scores to 
each based on the probability 
that they contain errors. 
Those returns with high 
scores are the ones most 
likely to have reported the 
wrong tax amount; the audit 
is necessary to ensure that

“Often the black home 
buyer, beguiled into the 
realtor's office by a deceptive 
ad; does not have enough 
money for a down payment. 
Ineligible therefore for a bank 
mortgage, he must deal! with 
one of the funding companies 
with whom the brokers are af- 
fillated. The funding com- 
panies have been’ known to 
chargé Up to 12 percent of 
the mortgage vaiue merely 
for making the toan. 

“A contract of sale is made, 
permitting. the buyer to oc- 
cupy the house, but requiring 
monthly installments until he 
has met the down payment. 
This typically takes five to 
seven years, during which," 
Rothman stresses, “the pur- 
chaser has no security of 
ownership whatever. 

“The operational scheme 
of the Ghetto Makers thrives 
within-the undemocratic and 
socially debilitating ground 
rules under which our racial 
minorities live. While blacks 
are choked for space in

WASHINGTON, D;C. — The 
Federal. Communications 
Commission has granted 
Howard University approval 
to construct a new noncom- 
mercial educational tele- 
vision which would operate 
on Channel 32. 

The Commission's ap- 
proval: means that “Howard 
would become the first black 
-academic institution to own.a 
television station: tt would be 
only the second black-owned 
television station in the coun- 
try. 


The grant was subject to 
the condition that Howard did 
not install its antenna on the 
tower of 5205 River Road, 
Bethesda, Md. until structural 
changes are made. The FCC 


would ..require that Howard 
furnish the Commission -with 
an engineering report by a 
qualified technical expert 
which verifies that the 
modified tower will have the 
structurafYcapability to sup- 
port the antenna. 

Howard would share the 
tower with WDGA, Charinet 
20 and WETA, Channel 26, 
The station's studios would 
be located at 2600°4th Street, 
N.W., site of the University 
radio station WHUR-FM. 

In the Board of Trustees’ 
application, the University 
said that the initial cost of 
$597,000 would come out of 
its own existing capital. The 
cost-of operation for the first 
year would be about 
$400,000.

‘Death wrestled away the great Duke Ellington at 75 from his 
ageless mistress of infinite moods—music. His 56 years of infatuation 
with music and improvisations in jazz came to a finale with a fatal at- 
tack of pneumonia and-terminatiung cancer. . 

te wae the: greatest composer in jazz history and the’ second 
legendary figure of jazz like the late Satchmo Louis Armstrong.“ 

Edward Kennedy Ellington wrote approximately 5,000 com- 
positions. Some of these songs are Classics like “Mood Indigo,” 
“Solitude,” “Don't Get Around Much Anymore.” The Ellington Era 
meant such famous. songs as “Creole Love Call,” “In A Sentimental 
Mood,” “Caravan” and “Satin Doll.” 

He also created major orchestral works that often mirrored his 
impressions of the human drama around the globe and the life of the 
Black Americans—‘The Far East Suite” and “Tone Parellel to 
Harlem.” 

TALENTS 

The Ellington talents were all first-rate. expensive and indispen- 
sable. Trumpter Bubber Miley, Harry Carney, Sonny Greer, Johnny

He dispensed casually the romantic history of jazz as an art form 
originating in the whorehouses of New Orleans. Around the turn of 
the century the term ‘jazz’ was coined. “It was an animated music with 
a strong African pulse, beneath what often sounded like a caricature 
of military band,” Ellington wrote in his autobiography. .- 

In tracing the evolution of jazz, Ellington noted its close affinity 
with dancing or physical gyrations to the accompaniment of brass in- 
struments and drums. It was nourished by small black bands in street 
parades, especially at the Mardi Gras festivities. 

AFRICAN ELEMENTS 

According to Ellington,-the-original_African—element made _ its _ 
mark in the West Indies, and from there is split into two directions 
before it ever reached New Orleans. On the one hand, it simmered 

into the Latin American countries. There it absorbed Spanish and 
Portuguese strains that resulted in a distinctive Afro-Latin music.

FREEDOM OF EXPRESSION 

“The fascinations of Jazz as a music lies in the performers 
freedom of expression, so that the listener is always asking himself, 
‘Where do we go from here?’ ” Ellington once declared. 

Ellington summed up his affinity with music poetically: “Living in a 
cave, | am almost a hermit, but there is a difference, for | have a 
mistress. Lovers have come and gone, but only my mistress stays. 
She is beautiful and gentle. She waits on me hand and foot. She is a 
swinger. .... She is ten thousand years old. She is as modern as 
tomorrow, a brand-new woman everyday, and as endless as time 
mathematics... o 

ve _ Music is my mistress. .. .” 

; NICKNAMED DUKE" : 

He was nicknamed “Duke” for his fancy dressing. The Duke 
abandoned his offstage dandy clothes in recent years. For his band’s 
debut at New York's Roxy Theatre in the early 40’s he chose the 
costume: Cinnamon slacks, chocolate jackets, billtard-green shirts, 
yellow ties. 

There may be a stroke of historic justice in his nickname. But he. 
definitely had the kind of nobility no man’can confer. And he knew it! 

On his 70th birthday celebration held at the White House, 
President Nixon played “Happy Birthday” for Ellington on the piano, 
then presented him with the Presidential Medal of Freedom—the 
highest civilian honor of the nation. 

Conferring the title, Mr. Nixon said: “In the royalty of American 
music no man swings more or stands higher than the Duke.” 

WASHINGTON, D.C. 

“Duke” Edward Kennedy Ellington was born in Washington, D.C. 
on the 29th of April; 1899. His father was a White House butler who 
later became a blueprint tracer at the Navy Yard. He attended Arm- 
strong High School. He won a poster design contest organized by 
the NAACP, left Armstrong before graduation and started own sign- 
painting business. 

Even when he was at. high school, Duke had been gigging 
around,at the Washington True Reformers Hall. Also he began sub- 
bing for pianist Lester Dishman at the “Poodle-Dog Cafe.” 

He wrote his first composition “Soda Fountain Rag” while 
working as a soda jerk. It was soon followed by his first tune with 
lyrics, “What Are You Going To Do When The Bed Breaks Down?" 

Ellington who had begun to study piano at seven had shown an 
exceptional gift for improvisation. Imitating the flamboyant life of 
Lucky Robefts, he delighted the customers at the Ice Cream Parlor 
with his Jazz performance. In 1918, he organized a small jazz band of 
his own, 

At 23. he went to New York. 

CITY AND NIGHT LIFE 

For all his love for nature and beauty. his Pantheistic or 
panosophic overtures, the Duke was a nocturnal urbanite, who 
loved the glitter of the neon signs and the sounds and smells of City 


nights. He loved the aroma of the urban cuisines, the rustle of the 


satin and silk of the socialites and the entertainers. 

The sick hurry and the divided aims of the city never bothered 
him. Instead. he blended the contradictions of the city. especially its 
nightlife into the matrices of his compositions. 


To him. the city meant people. Without people, he could never 


function as an artist. For, the pigments of his compositions, their 
pitch and tenor were drawn from the marrow of the emotional ec- 
stacies and the breakdowns of city people. 

Night life was New York, Chicago. San Francisco, Paris. Berlin; 
Uptown, Downtown Harlem, Down South; anywhere where they wore 
that gorgeous velvet mantle.

‘ LOVE OF GOD AND MAN 

His unshakable faith in God and in the efficacy of prayer 
remained with him'to his very end. His mother and the’ late gospel 
singer Mahalia Jackson were the two strong voices that influenced 
the love Gf his religious ‘life. acct ; 

The great Mahalia, who tenaciously refused to sing in the night 
clubs or work: with jazz bands, once sang with the Ellington Or- 
chestra. Her justification for breaking her gospel vow was that she 
viewed the Ellington Band as a’sacred institution not a jazz ensem- 
ble. 

Once this devotee of God was banned from a church because his 
music was too secular. His defense to the charge of secularism was: 
“Every man prays in his own language, and there is no language that 
God does not understand.” ; 

in-1963;-he:was: invited to-perform-a “Jazz-sacred” concert.of.his 


own works at the Grace Cathedral in San Francisco. The shocked ° 


Duke told a newsman, “How was | going to stand up in that big 
cathedral and make a noise?” 

He finally agreed, and wrote music. for ‘this occasion. The first 
four words of the Bible formed the cardinal theme of the composition 
named “IN THE BEGINNING GOD.” A tap dancer performed before 
the altar. 


The-performance..proved so successful that Ein” wid his 


__group—appeared_in_-several other: houses-of worship. including the 


Cathedral Church of St. John the Divine in New York, Coventry 
Cathedral in England, and in several’Synagogues (where Ellington's 
music was sung in Hebrew). 

Ellington had to create a repertory of religious music in jazz 
style for these devotional performances. Among them were: 
“Supreme Being,” “Almighty God,” “Heaven,” “Too Good to Title,” 
“Something About Believing,” “Freedom,” and “Christmas Surprise.” 

He was thoroughly preoccupied with a third Sacred Concert 
even during’ his. terminal illness. He continued to improve music for 
this concert until the time of his death. The concert was tast Oct. 12, 
at the Westminster Abbey in England. 

It was a spiritual torment for him to compose sacred music. He 
could write secular music sometimes in a matter of minutes to half a 
day. Asked about this.agonizing pace in composing his devotional 
pieces, Ellington said: “You can jive with secular music but you can't 
jive with the Almighty.” 

FOOD AND HEALTH 

Despite year round bookings all around the globe, crisscrossing 
continents, Ellington enjoyed good health. He never lost appetite for 
the good things in life. His secret formula for keeping in good health. 
travelling all over the world, eating all kinds of food in different 
places, was: ‘teat: nothing much-but steak." 


His taste buds were extremely-tolerant to any kind of exotic food 


and drink. But the Danish pastries of Copenhagen were his all-time 
favorite. 

Once he conned the Pan-Am stewardesses during a flight from 
Tokyo to Los Angeles with dainty sweets and his candied talk that 
they gave him a gift of a large bottle of Turkish Vodka. 

In the early 50’s when his band was playing in Quebec, the drink 
for the in kids there was the “goat.”

Puerto Rican Rums, : ‘ 
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MEXICO:

Despite warnings from friends 
and general advice from travel 
guidebooks, few _ travellers 
going to Mexico and other 
foreign countries for the first 
time expect to get it. 

However, many first-timers 
eventually find themselves, as | 
did, executing some fast 
spasmodic footwork, unaccom- 
panied by music and bearing 
only a slight resemblance to the 
*pugaloo or the: cha-cha. 


1 am speaking of that depen-’ 


dable tourist spoiler, the “Aztec 
Two-Step." Call it what you will 
... “travelers diarrhea,” “Mon- 
tezuma’s Revenge,” “Swamp 
Trots” or “tourista,"” my own in- 
formal survey of many well- 
travelled friends indicates that 
for the uninitiated, it is the num- 
ber one medical nuisance you 
are likely to encounter during 
foreign travel. 

One of the more unfortunate 
stories of this form of digestive 
disasters concerns a severely 
stricken American who couldnt 
communicate his problem to his 
non-English-speaking Italian 
hosts, Finally, he used mime 
and gesticulation and _ they 
seemed to understand. Sadly, 
they hadn't. They had given him 
a glass of Fernet Branca — uno 
laxitivo. 

Many problems of foreign 
travel are well known and 
travellers receive 
knowledgeable advice on how 
to deal with them from travel 
agents, magazines a 
guidebooks. Not so when it 
regards diarrhea. 

Except for “don't drink the 
water,” direct and thorough ad- 
vice are hard to come by.on this 
matter for the average traveller. 
| have learned from doctors, 
friends and my own subsequent 
travel to Mexico that our 
memories of that wonderful, 
magnificent country need not 
be stained with painful remem- 
brances of fevered midnight 
sprints and altered gaits. 

Most people can avoid 
diarrhea, or at least control it, if 
they have a proper knowledge 
of its causes, preventatives and 
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How To Avoid A Run for Your Money 
Or Bugalooing Without The Two-Step 


remedies. | humbly herewith so 


offer it. 
Causes 


Diarrhea often occurs when 
the compulsive vacationer is 
determined to get every pen- 
ny's worth out of the hard-ear- 
ned money he will spend for 
those few days in some tropical 
paradise. 

He proceeds to bombard his 
unsuspecting stomach ‘with en- 
diess. rounds of. exotic. foods, 
native alcoholic concoctions 
and water — however pure — 
differing from that of the United 
States in mineral content and 
alkalinity. 

Add to that, hyperactivity and 
perhaps a change in time zones 
and the. table is. set for that 
notorious after-dinner guest. 

More acute forms of diarrhea 
can be caused by bacterial in- 
fection, contaminated water 
being the most common bac- 
terial source. Fresh fruits and 
vegetables from rural gardens 
fertilized with a certain non- 
commercial fertilizer. may also 
contain the culprit bacteria. 


. Symptoms of bacterial diarrhea 


wilt— often ~ include vomiting, 
chills, fever, severe weakness 
or fatigue. _ 

Whatever may be its source, 
the problem is that your sen- 
sitive digestive system is 
required to deal with foreign 
provocateurs for which your 
body has no natural or acquired 
immunity. 

The native, if he is. still alive 
and walking straight, will have 
largely become _ conditioned 
from birth to the _ less 
deleterious bacteria in the 
water and will not usually get 
sick from it. 

In fact, the human body can 
be so precise in reacting to new 
conditions that when a Mexican 
comes to the United States for 
the first time, it is not unlikely 
that he: will experience .a_form 
of what might be called the 
“Gringo Two-Step.” 


How to Avoid It 


For those who will use deluxe 
or luxury hotels and first-class 
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restaurants and who restrict 
themselves to only the usual 
tourist routes, your chances of 
avoiding the diarrhea are 
“good” if you don't over-indulge 
or overexert yourself. 

However, if you tire of the 
usual. tourist haunts. and_.go. out 
to see the rest of MEXICO (and 
you should), you can substan- 
tially improve your chances of, 
still getting away clean by 
following this advice: 


1. “Don't ‘drink “the* ‘water 
unless it is bottled.“ Substitute 
bottled soft drinks, beer, or 
wine where necessary. Use 


Halozone water purification 
tablets (Hidro-clorazone in 
Mexico) for unavoidable 


situations where you must drink 
tap water: Be especially careful 
of ice cubes in places where 


. you dont trust the water. Use 


bottled water to brush your 


. teeth, or none at all. 


2. Don't drink milk unless you 
are certain it is pasteurized. 
While the first-class hotels and 
restaurants all 
pasteurized milk, you can't. be 
so certain about other places. 
Milk_ads.—notwithstanding; —it 
won't harm you to do without 
milk for a few days. 

3. Avoid intermediate con- 
tainers and-drink from. the bot- 
tle. Drinking’ a~ bottled liquid 
from a germ-ridden glass or cup 
is a common error. 

4. Avoid buying either un- 
cooked or prepared food from 
street vendors. Although a taco 
may look very tempting and is 


less expensive than in 
restaurants, you may get more 
than you bargained for. 


5. Be aware of the con- 
troversy regarding En- 
terovioform, a prescription drug 
in the United States whose 
producers claim it can prevent 


diarrhea if taken before and ~~ 


during travelling. 


The Journal of the American . 
Medicat Association warned its - 


readers in 1972 that the drug 
does not prevent diarrhea and 
may, in fact, be harmful. 


It You Don't Avoid:It? 


Dont panic and take the first 
thing home that’s “smokin.’” 


serve. 


Treatment of the usual cases is 
simple if you move quickly. 
Relief from even major discom- 
fort should be 
within 24 to 36 hours. 

1. Be prepared: Take with 
you to Mexico at least one drug 
for diarrhea. Many  non- 
prescription . drugs-such— as 
Kaopectate and Dounagel are 
available at drug» stores and 
your pharmacist. can recom- 
mend.anappropriate one. . 

Many doctors and seasoned 
travellers highly recommend 
remedies which are available in 
the United States only with a 
prescription. 

They include Lomotil and 
Strepomagma. Both are very 
popular and are available in pill 
form — more convenient for 
travel and easier than liquids to 
swallow when you are 
nauseous. Lomotil and Strep- 
tomagma are available’ in 
Mexico at a farmacia without 
prescription. 

Neomycin, an_ antibiotic, is 
particularly effective against 
even the most violent forms of 
bacterial diarrhea. \f you plan to 
spend a lot of time off-the 
beaten track. and away from im- 
mediate. medical help, you 
might ask your personal doctor 
to prescribe Neomycin pills to 
take with you. 

Tl now keep Lomotil 
Neomycin with me whenever | 
am in Mexico. 

2. Remember that diarrhea is 
a symptom that may be caused 
by more serious diseases as 
typhoid fever or hepatitis. If you 
are still nauseous, weak and 
have persistent chills and fever 
after taking your own 
medication for 36 hours, see a 


» doctor immediately. 


Enjoy! 


The information presented 
here is intended to be taken in 
the same spirit as when you 
prepare against theft of money 
‘by buying travellers’ checks. It 
should not dissuade you in the 
least from experiencing Mexico,

In the epilogue of his autobiography, “Music is my Mistress.” 
there is an imaginary dialogue between the tongue-in-cheek Duke 
and an overbearing interviewer. There are flashes of his down-to- 
earth wit. In that chapter during an imaginary dialogue, the inter- 
viewer puts the Duke's wit to test. 

Q. "Your House is on fire. What would you grab first to, save?” 

A. “| would grab the old Sonny Greer adage; Feet save body, 
body do feet a good turn someday.” 

On the eve of his 7Oth birthday party at the White House, 
Ellington told a painstaking photographer aiming at him. “I don't have 
bags under my eyes. Just an accumulation of virtues." After a pause 
he told him again: “Did you hear the one about the two guys pointing 
to a man and saying, He must be a bandleader. He has bags like 
Duke and a bag like Basie.’ “ 

PRIVATE LIFE bd 

A seasoned entertainer, who could dally with the wild moods of 
an international audience anywhere in the world, Ellington was fier- 
cely protective of his close private relationships. His 31 years of 
married life with the former Beatrice Ellis were pleasantly private. In 
this third marriage with Miss Ellis, affectionately called “Evie.” he had 
no children. 

His first -wife was the former Edna Thompson..His son, Mercer 
Ellington, 55,.was born of this marraige. Mercer, a reputed _trum- 
peter-composer, now inherits his father's great-band.-He-has-already 
begun to prove that the son is a reed of the Grand Organ, silenced 
by death. Over the years, Mercer has served his father as a musician- 
composer, and the most dependable person around.” 

POSTERITY 

He used to parry questions about his own historic, eminence in 
the music world with a.stock answer: ; 

“lam not concerned with posterity.” He left it to music historian 
and critics. But, posterity will and must raise the questions of his 
commitment to Black Causes and his involvement in the turbulent 
phases of American blacks existence for over the past 50 years. 

Compared to the uncompromising crusades for social justice of 
singer Paul Robeson. social satirist Dick Gregory and former 
Heavyweight Champion Muhammad Ali, Ellington may seem to have 
been uninvolved or unperturbed by the sufferings and struggles of 
the Black Americans as a nation. 

He could have exerted tremendous influence on the course of 
history as a Civil Rights fighter. if he chose. But this intensely 
religious person of God was a supreme artist of harmony. Ellington 
with his inner visions and tantalizing vibes on the life around him was 
a sage of love and peace. He discovered unity in diversity amidst all 
the paradoxes of life, and within the immense loneliness of his per- 
sonal self—soul. 

Ellington, however was no coward or uncommitted person. In 
1963, he came up with a pregnant musical score “My People,” which 
contributed to the improvement of the deteriorating racial relation- 
ships in the nation. Blending music and dance, it traced a century of 
Black experience in the New World. It depicted the celebrated Bull 
Connor and Martin Luther King at Birmingham, Alabama. 

TITANIC GREATNESS 

He achieved titanic greatness. He won every imaginable honor 
for music. Ranging from Doctor of Music to Doctor of Arts, Fine Arts 
and Humanities, he received honorary doctorates from 15 univer- 
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sities in the nation. Yet, he never, lost-his touch with the masses or 
his natural instinct for the simple. 

When he received his High Schoo! Diploma in 1971, fifty years 
atter he left Armstrong High School. he said with charm: “| needed 
this diploma more than anything else. .. .” 

TOUCH WITH THE PEOPLE 

At his funeral on May 27, 1974, more than 10,000 mourners jam- 
med America’s largest church where six years ago the Duke had of- 
fered his own personalized musical prayers as “God's messenger 
boy.” The huge Gothic Cathedral, its nave stretching a 10th of a mile, 
was wall-to-wall people—rich and poor. 

But overwhelmingly the tumultous crowd was of plain people, 
black and white; all ages, who arrived by bus and subway or trudged 
up Morningside Heights from Harlem. 37 

An old-time tap. dancer, who goes by the name of Kid Chocolate, 
probably made the common. man’s tribute to Duke. He said, “Duke, 
he went all over the world :. . but nobody ever loved him better than 
we did." 

Dressed in a formal white pleated shirt and black tuxedo, he had 
around his neck the star of Ethiopia, a recent gift of Emperor Haile ~ 
Selassie. In one lapel was the highest U.S. Civilian award the Medal . 


of Freedom. 
Glancing at the departing majesty of the land, the Great Ella - 


Fitzgerald sang from the cavernous Cathedral. Her eyes still red from 
crying, she sang:'In My. Solitude, You Haunt Me . ti 
Duke’s MnGsic will haunt all of us, today, tomorrow and forever.

building which it will replace as 
the university's teaching, 
research and patient care facility 

The projected cost for the; 
new 500-bed hospital is $43 
million. 

The legislation, which set the 
stage for the construction of the

those who spearheaded the 20- 
year struggle to get the new 
hospital. 


hospital and which gave the 
university control over Freed- 
men's, was signed by President 
Kennedy on Sept. 21, 1961. 
Four years later the site was 
purchased and approximately 
$20 million was authorized for 
construction-coste.—T-he —con- 
«struction_of the building began 
in September, 1971. 

A-key distinction__between 
Freedmen’s and the new 
hospital is the availability of 
research laboratories. While 
Freedmen's had none for 
clinical - research, the new 
hospital will have 23 research 
laboratories and 17 service 
laboratories. 

But even more important is 
the fact that the University 
Hospital will continue the 
Freedmen's: tradition as a

Teaching areas and patient 
care in the many specialties will 
be in close proximity to each 
other. °“A~——two-story —-glass 
pedestrian bridge will connect 
the hospital with the Colleges of 
Medicine and Dentistry. A com- 
puter and closed-circuit 
television system for patient in- 
formation and teaching is being 
planned. 

_The hospital will ‘be~ one: of 
the most modern in equipment 
and in planning. 

An ambulatory care pavilion 
is in the planning stages now 
and will be constructed ad- 
jacent to the hospital.

Nixon No. Burden In 
California House Race

Norman Hodges has a good 
chance to break a political pat- 
tern that has prevailed for 
almost 30 years. He is running 
hard to become the first black 
Republican member of the U.S. 
House of Representatives since 
Oscar DePriest of Chicago who 
served” from 1928 through 
1935. 

Hodges, a 40-year-old Los 
Angeles businessman and foun- 
der of the Green Power: Foun- 
dation, a self-help program, is 
campaigning for the 31st 
Congressional District seat 
currently held) by Democrat 
Charles Wilson who is a veteran 
of five terms, 

Born in Chicago in 1934; 
Hodges has lived in Los 
Angeles since 1936. He is a 
true organization man who 
whetted his appetite for political 
&ction while working for the 
North American Aircraft Cor- 
poration. He moved up to 
senior research engineer. then 


chief engineer responsible for 


thenon-mettalic _ materials 
testing program. 

Hodges found time to be ac- 
tive in many civic groups. It was 
the Watts riot of 1965 which 
spurred him on to organize the 
Green Power Foundation, along 
with 153 other concerned 
young black members of the 
community. 

In 1967, it was incorporated 
as a_ non-profit association. 
Hodges took leave of his 
position with North American to 
become the executive director. 
The Watts Walloper baseball bat 
was the first development of the 
venture. It was a unique ap- 
proach to minority economic 
and employment opportunity. 
Green Power concentrated on 
creating “second generation” 
minority owned and operated 
businesses. 

Fortune Magazine listed 
Hodges among its “Business 
Men on the Move" in July, 
4968. The NAACP cited him 
that same year for outstanding 
contribution to the city. 

Hodges has served on many 
advisory councils, among them 


chairman of the National Ad- 
visory Council on Economic 
Opportunity; the Advisory 
Board of the Chancellor of the 
University of California at Los 
Angeles and the President's 
Commission on White House 
Fellows. 

As a minority within a 
minority,..a..black. Republican 
among -the preponderant black 


‘ Democrats, in public offices, 


Norman Hodges has a 
philosophical outlook that tran- 
scends Watergate and all the 
other warts on the GOP body 
politic. 

Says he very simply, “We 
need ‘the -two-party.. system. 
Blacks must be a viable force 
within both of them.” He smiles 
and adds, “the Congressional 
Black Caucus needs somebody 
on the other side of the aisle.” 

There are plenty who agree 
with him. ‘Hodges has the

The 3ist district has un- 
dergone some significant 
changes.

Of 
this, 70 per cent are registered 
Democrats. 27 per cent 
Republicans. 

_ At. first ; glance, this .would 
seem to make the odds for Nor- 
man Hodges too long for any 
hope of winning. But he has 
some pluses. Wilson has a bad 
absentee record. The . unem- 
ployment rate is a staggering 31 
per-cent. The median income is
